II. 1. The document D1 , which appears to be the closest prior art document, discloses all the features of 

independent claims 1 and 1 1 (see, especially, abstract and figures 14-15). 

Claims 1 and 11 infringe thus PCT Article 33(2). 

2. Document Di discloses also all the features of dependent claims 3-6,10 and 12-14 (see, 
especially, col. 37, line 3; col. 42, lines 23-24 and col. 44, line 17 - 
col. 45, line 9). 

Claims 3-6, 10 and 12-14 infringe thus also PCT Article 33(2). 

3. The features of the remaining dependent claims are either disclosed by the prior art documents or 
constructional details well known to the skilled person: 

Claims 7-9: the features of these claims are well known in the art of reproduction of sound or music 
files with a small size loudspeaker and applied by the skilled person whenever necessary in order to 
solve the problem posed. 

Indeed, document D2 discloses for instance an apparatus for modifying a reproduction of a music file 
similar to the one claimed in claim 1 1 and using a method similar to the one claimed in claim 1 . 
Moreover, document D2 discloses (see, especially, page 16, line 25 - page 17, line 
2 0 and figure 12b) a method presenting all essential features of claims 7-9. 

Claim 2: the features of this claim are also well known in the art (see, for example, document D3 - 
col.1 , lines 36-40 or document D4 - abstract) and applied by the skilled person whenever necessary. 

Thus the introduction of the features of dependent claims 2-10 and 12-14 either singly or in combination 
into their respective independent claim would not seem to lead to an independent claim which would 
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satisfy PCT Article 33(3).
